TO  CONCLUDE  WITH 
U.  S.  C.  ARGUMENT 


Teams  Both  Composed  of 
Experienced  Men;  War 
Question  Will  be  Issue. 


Tonight  in  College  Hall  “Y”  de- 
baters, Walter  Clark  and  Raymond 
Holbrook  meet  the  University  of 
Southern  California  debaters,  Leland 
C.  Tallman  and  William  Berger,  to 
discuss  the  question,  ‘‘Resolved,  that 
war,  except  in  cases  of  invasion  or 
internal  rebellion,  should  be  declared 
by  a direct  vote  of  the  people.” 

This  is  the  final  debate  of  the  sea- 
son and  promises  t©  be  a battle  of 
wits  exhibiting  keenest  of  abilities  in 
the  art  of  argumentation. 

The  1926  debating  season  for  U* S. 
C.  has  been  one  of  unusual  success. 
The  Southern  California  orators  have 
so  far  met  with  victory  the  Ohio 
Wesleyan,  Stanford,  U.  of  British 
Columbia,  University  of  Utah,  Uni- 
versity of  New  Mexico,  Marquette, 
Occidental  College  and  Pamona  Col- 
lege. 

Both  Mr.  Tallman  and  Mr.  Berger 
have  made  brilliant  records  in  foren- 
sic activities,  the  former  having  won 
honors  for  extemporaneous  specking 
and  aided  in  winning  eighteen  of  the 
twenty-two  collegiate  debates  in 
which  he  has  participated.  The  latter 
has  excelled  in  oratory  and  all  of  six- 
teen debates  in  which  he  has  partici- 
pated have  been  won.  Both  men  are 
seniors. 

They  are  now  completing  a success- 
ful tour,  having  debated  since  March 
do,  Albany  College,  Oregon;  College 
of  Puget  Sound,  University  of  Ore- 
gon, University  'of  Idaho,  Gonzago 
College,  Caldwell  College,  and  Good- 
ing College.  The  final  debate  on  their 
tour  is  with  the  University  of  Nevada 
on  April  16. 

Utmost  confidence  is  expressed  by 
the  student  body  in  the  home  debat- 
er's ability  to  equal  California  in  the 
combat  this  evening.  Walter  Clark 
has  made  an  enviable  forensic  record 
at  Young,  having  represented  B.  Y. 
for  three  consecutive  years  in  debate 
and  having  won  over  the  University 
of  .Southern  .1034.  T4.4® 

is  taken  as  a good  omen  by  debate 
fans. 

Raymond  Holbrook,  the  second 
vice  president  at  Young,  has  equal 
ability.  ' He  was  a member  of  the 
team  which  defeated  Montana  State 
College  at  Bozeman  this  year.  Then, 
too,  he  has  recently  returned  from  a 
two  year's  mission  which  has  given 
some  of  the  best  possible  training  for 
this  work.

ELECTION  FACTS 


CANDIDATES  FOR  OFFICE 

(From  Article  III,  Section  3,  Student  Body  By-Laws) 

Candidates  for  office  shall  have  their  names  placed  upon  the  Pri- 
mary Ballots  by  means  of  petitions  which  shall  have  been  signed  by 
registered  university  students.  Petitions  for  President  shall  have  fifty 
student  signers,  while  petitions  for  other  offices  shall  have  no  fewer 
than  twenty-five.  The  two  candidates  for  each  office  securing  the 
highest  number  of  votes  in  the  Primary  Election  shall  be  candidates 
for  that  office  at  the  regular  Student  Body  Elections. 

QUALIFICATIONS 

(From  Article  IV  Section  11  of  Student  Body  Constitution) 

(1)  No  student  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to  the  office  of 
Student  Body  President  unless  he  shall  have,  at  the  time  of  his  elec- 
tion, seventy-five  hours  of  college  credit  and  shall  have  been  register- 
ed for  at  least  two  consecutive  quarters  preceding  his  election. 

(2)  No  student  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to  the  office  of  Editor 
of  “The  Y News”  unless  he  shall  have,  at  the  time  of  his  election, 
seventy-five  hours  of  college  credit.  He  must  also  be  approved  by  a 
committee  composed  of  the  retiring  editor,  the  president  of  the  Uni- 
versity, the  head  of  the  English  department,  the  professor  of  journal- 
ism and  the  retiring,  president  of  the  student  body.

Then  Monday  morning  a 
list  of  special  topics  was  placed  on  the 
bulletin  board  in  th*  Education  build- 
ing. From  this  list  each  contestant 
drew  a subject  one  hour  before  the 
contest  began. 

Walter  Clark,  assistant  manager  of 
forensics,  was  chairman  of  the  occa- 
sion. Professors  Lowry  Nelson, 
Elmer.<Miller  and  J M.  Jensen  acted 
as  judges  and  gav«  the  decision  after 
consultation. 

The  five  contestants  were  given  five 
minutes  each  to  speak.  Each  speech 
was  worthy  of  special  mention. 

Contestants  drew  for  their  places 
and  spoke  in  the  following  order:  Carl 
Glazier,  “Prohibition  and  Enforce- 
ment Problems;”  Sherman  Christen- 
sen, “The  Economic  'Consequences  ot 
Prohibition;”  Julius  Madsen,  “Pro- 
hibition as  a Test  of  Citizenship;”  De 
Alton  Partridge,  “Straw  Vote  on 
Prohibition  as  an  Index  to  Public 
Opinion;”  and  Arnold  Roylance,  “The 
Strict  Enforcement  of  the  Volstead 
Act.” 

Professor  T.  Earl  Pardoe  announc- 
ed the  decision  and  presented  the 
silver  cup  to  the  winner. 

In  his  discussion  Mr.  Christensen 
declared  that  “man  is  primarily  econ- 
omic in  nature,  especially  the  Ameri- 
can man.”  He  outlined  three  major 
economic  results:  “1.  Building  of  Il- 
legal liquor  traffic.  There  is  three 
million  dollars  spent  yearly  on  liquor 
traffic,  according  to  the  speaker. 

“2.  Raising  of  general  standards  of 
living  and  3.  Giving  to  industry  a 
higher  type  of  manhood.”

The  catalogue  of  the  summer  quar- 
ter has  gone  to  press  and  will  be 
ready  for  distribution  next  week.  Stu- 
dents who  are  interested  may  get 
copfes  late  next  week  if  they  desire  to 
do  so. 

Indications  are  that  the  summer  is 
to  be  one  of  unusual  interest,  accord- 
ing to  John  C.  Swenson,  dean  of  the 
summer  session. 

“We  have  lined  up  some  excellent 
talent  to  assist  the  regular  professors 
and  instructors  of  the  school,”  said 
Dean  Swenson.  “These  include  such 
able  teachers  and  lecturers  as  Dr. 
David  Snedden  of  Columbia  Univer- 
sity; Dean  W.  W.  Kemp  of  the  col- 
lege of  education  of  the  University 
of  California;  Dr.  Robert  J.  Leonard, 
director  of  the  school  of  education, 
Columbia  University;  Miss  Maude 
Sheerer,  well  known  dramatic  artist 
and  voice  trainer;  Professor  A.  O. 
Garrett,  well  known  botanist  of  Salt 
Lake  City  and  the  writer  of  a text 
book  on  the  spring  flora  of  the  Was- 
atch, and  several  other  state  teachers 
Dean  Swenson  added. 

The  summer  quarter,  on  account  of 
the  full  curriculum  which  is  being  of- 
fered is  termed  “The  Summer  Quarter 
a Regular  Quarter  Plus.”  Courses  in 
every  college  and  in  every  department 
will  be  offered  to  under-graduate  stu- 
dents; many  courses  will  be  offered 
to  graduate  students.  This  will  make 
it  possible,  the  Dean  declares,  for  stu- 
dents of  college  standing  to  pursue, 
without  interruption,  their  regular 
courses  leading  to  a degree. 

Special  stress  will  be  placed  on 
state  requirements  in  education,  Pro- 
fessor Swenson  said,  in  order  that 
prospective  teachers  or  those  seeking 
higher  certification  may  obtain  the 
work  they  desire.

Write’  ’ — Ellsworth 


“The  Joy  of  Writing”  was  the  topic 
discussed  by  William  W.  Ellsworth, 
in  his  lecture  before  the  student  body 
Wednesday  morning. 

Mr.  Ellsworth  opened  his  discourse 
by  stating  that  he  would  rather  be  a 
writer  than  anything  he  could  think 
of. 

“The  only  way  to  learn  to  write,’’ 
he  said,  “is  to  write.”  He  emphasized 
the  necessity  of  writing  a few  lines 
every  day  if  one  is  to  become  an  ef- 
ficient writer. 

The  speaker  told  something  about 
some  of  the  great  authors  with  whom 
he  was  acquainted.  He  said  that  Ro- 
bert Louis  Stevenson  was  interested 
in  the  common  things  of  life,  and 
they  were  reflected  in  his  literature. 
Mark  Twain  was  spoken  of  as  one 
with  great  imaginative  powers.  Ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Ellsworth,  Mark 
Twain  was  never  known  to  tell  a story 
as  it  actually  happened. 

At  the  present  time  nature  literature 
is  very  popular  in  this  country,  ac- 
cording to  the  speaker.

On  Wednesday  evening,  “The  Life 
and  Times  of  Elizabeth”  was  illustrat- 
ed by  one  hundred  or  more  beautiful- 
ly colored  slides  of  old  manuscripts, 
architecture,  costumes  and  customs  of 
Elizabethan  times.  A very  complete 
account  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  the 
artists  of  her  time  was  given. 

Mr.  Ellsworth  is  well  acquainted 
with  London  and  the  historic  events 
and  scenes  that  surround  the  politici- 
ans and  artists  of  the  time  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  which  knowledge  enabled 
him  to  add  much  color  to  this  lecture. 

By  means  of  photographs  and  stories 
Mr.  Ellsworth  introduced  some  of  the 
prominent  artists  of  Shakespeare’s 
time,  including  Shakespere,  Francis 
Bacon,  Ben  Johnson  and  Sidney 
Spencer.  The  romantic  Queen  was 
herself  introduced  in  various  ways. 

Mr.  Ellswor^  said  in  his  lecture 
Thursday  evening  on  “Molliere  and 
His  Times,”  that  Shakespere  held  the 
mirror  up  to  nature,  but  Molliere  held 
the  mirror  up  to  the  falsity  of  human 
nature.  This  lecture  was  also  illus- 
trated with  steroptican  slides,  which 
more  clearly  and  vividly  gave  the  audi- 
ence an  understanding  of  sixteenth 
century  life  in  France.  The  court  life 
with  all  its  superhcality,  the  george- 
ous  costumes  in  the  days  of  Louis 
XIV,  the  stage  archetecture  and  the 
costumes  of  actors  and  audiences  add- 
ed color  and  interest  to  this  literary 
period.  Molliere  was  delightfully 
portrayed  as  an  actor,  playwright, 
producer  and  husband. 

On  Friday  afternoon  Mr.  Ellsworth 
in  hU  lecture  on  “Modern  Poetry”, 
characterized  the  works  of  a nambet 
of  contemporary  American  and 
English  poets  and  gave  selections 
from  their  works.  “The  Highway- 
man”, by  Alfred  Noyes  seemed  es- 
pecially to  appeal  to  the  audience. 

The  whole  series  of  lectures  were 
intensely  interesting  from  beginning  to 
end.  To  all  lovers  of  books  and  lit- 
erary  personalities,  Mr.  Ellsworth,  out 
of  a life  of  rich  experience,  brought 
inspiration  and  information.
